DEMONSTRATION AT WHEELING. 


Bands, Marching Clubs, and Citizens in 

Carriages Greet Bryan. 
’ Wheeling, W. Va., Oct. 1.—The greatest 
demonstration for William J. Bryan in the 
State of West Virginia occurred tonight in 
this city. At the fair grounds tonight he 
spoke to a crowd the size of which was 
only limited by the space in front of the 
speaker’s stand and the distance the nomi- 
nee’s voice could be heard. Neatly uni- 
formed marching clubs, bands of music, and 
citizens in carriages and mounted on horses 
made up a procession the equal of which 
the triple nominee has not encountered in 
‘many a day. The train bearing the Bryan 
party arrived at the Twenty-third street 
Station of the Ohio River railroad at 7:30, 
and here it was left and the procession 
formed. 

In front was a platoon of police and fol- 
lowing these were members of the Recep- 
tion committee, mounted on spirited horses. 
Then came the opera-house band, playing 
Hail to the Chief.“ The William J. Bryan 
Silver club, dréssed in spotless white, with 
Capt. George Wgerber at its front, came 
next and acted as an escort of honor 
to the candidate. Then caine the Young 
Men's Marching club and following that or- 
ganization were citizens in carriages, form- 
ing the rest of the procession. Between 
toads of shouting hunfanity the procession 
moved to the fair grounds, a distance of a 
mile and a half. There were cheers for Bry- 
an everywhere. 

In his address Mr. Bryan said that when 
the people are in earnest money cannot 
change an election.

TRAGIC FATE OF AN ABRONAUT. 


He Falls 5,000 Feet as the Result of 
the Breaking of a Rope on 
His Parachate. 


Paola, Kas., Oct. 1.—{Special.]—George P. 
Anderson, an aeronaut, 22 years old, believed 
to come from Galena, Kas., met a horrible 
death here today. . 

His ascension was a feature of the Miami 
County Fair and was a peculiarly daring 
one. Attached to his balloon was a cannon. 
When the b loon had reached an altitude of 
5.000 feet he climbed into the cannon with 
his parachute. The cannon was fired and 
he was thrust out into the air. Just as his 
parachute opened a small rope by which he 
was fastened to it broke and he fell to the 
ground, a lifeless mass of flesh and bones, 
crushed beyond recognition. 

The tragedy, it is charged, was due to the 
geronaut’s own recklessness. Ordinarily he 
used a life belt to attach himself to the 
parachute, but today he made the ascension 
without it, trusting to the rope he used in 
its stead. When the weight of his body, with 
the impetus given by the cannon, fell on 
the rope it broke under the strain ind he

He is especially 
displeased with the tactics of Senator Marion 
Butler, who is the Chairman of the Populist 
National committee. 

National Committeeman Reid, who repre- 
sents the State in the Populist councils, ad- 
mits that something is going to happen,” 
but beyond this is as silent as Watson. 

Mr. Watson is at his room now at the 
Kimball House surrounded by a phalanx of 
Populist leaders and a deep air of mystery 
which nothing can penetrate. ; 

What seems to give grounds for the rumor 
that he is going to quit is the fact that a 
story hinting at such a probability was 
printed in the Evening Journal tonight. 
From the fact that Watson’s paper is print- 
ed on the Journal press it is believed there 
is something in the story. . 

Watson is known to have expressed dis- 
gust at the state of affairs and his belief that 
McKinley will win.

Toronto, Ont., Oct. 1.—{Special.J—The 
young man whose mysterious death at the 
Queen’s Hotel on Tuesday, Sept..22, aroused 
so much interest has at last been identified.

Photo received; is Jacob Dehaam, a Cor- 
nell student.“ 

The photograph referred to is one taken 
of the deceased after his death. It was sent 
to the Ithaca police to assist them in identi- 
fying the body as that of Edward C. Wanzer 
of that city. Chief of Police Conley at once 
recognized it is Dehaam. 

At first the body was supposed to be that 
of A. D. Powers, the missing Cuban relief 
agent, of Chicago.

Deplorable as is the loss of life in Cedar ss 


Keys proper, it is as nothing in comparison 
with the number of spongers and fishermen 
who were drowned. The Mary Eliza, a 
eponging schooner, reached Cedar Keys at 
10 o’clock this morning, jury rigged, having 
had to cut hoth masts away to prevent cap- 
sizing. It reports that at dark Monday night 
nearly 100 vessels were anchored on the 
sponge bar just below Cedar Keys, and that 
nearly every one of them was sunk by the 
hurricane. 

At daylight on Tuesday morning the Cap- 
tain of the Mary Eliza says he saw only 
twenty of the 100 sponging and fishing ves- 


sels afloat, and others having gone to the 


bottom during the early hours of the storm. 

Twelve of the twenty vessels that rode out 
the hurricane during the hours of darkness, 
the Mary Eliza’s Captain says, went down at 
8 o’clock on Tuesday morning. Beyond the 
bay tops of scores of masts are visible just 
above the water, and each top indicates the 
burial place of a sponging schooner and its 
crew. : 

Death List May Be Great. 

As these vessels carried from four to ten 
men the loss of lifé is horrible to contemplate. 
It is possible that many of the vessels were 
blown into the gulf and rode out the hurri- 
cane, but the Mary Elizh’s Captain thinks 
by far the greater number are beneath the 
water with their crews. 

He says there was not one chance in a 
thousand for such frail craft to live in such 


a hurricane. . 


Two men who went down the coast a few 
miles this morning returned to Cedar Keys 
this afternoon and reported finding the 


corpses of eight men washed ashore. These 


men were the crew of a sponging vessel, 
and the crews of most of the other vessels 
undoubtedly have met a similar fate. It is 
expected that for days to come corpses 
of the spongers will be found along the coast. 

This afternoon four men reached Cedar 
Key in a dingy. They were a part of the 
crew of the schooner Rosalie, and report the 
vessel sunk and eight of their companions 
drowned. The schooner Gertude is dis- 


masted and abandoned fifteen miles south of | 


Cedar Keys. The Mallory is fast in the 
Suawanee River swamps. The steamers 
Belle of Suawanee and C. D. Owens were 
both wrecked in the Suawanee River. The 
Owens is fast in the river swamps, while the 


Belle steamed slowly this afternoon into 
Cedar Key, with both smokestacks and all 


upper works gone. 


Terrible Experiences. 

In Cedar Keys those who escaped death 
had a terrible experience when the tidal 
wave came and overwhelmed the houses, 
Many of the inmates floated in the water 


clinging to pieces of timber, others clung 


to tree tops for hours until the water re- 


ceded. They were buffeted by wind and 


wave and many are still unaccounted for.

After the injured had 
been removed the parade was continued. 

The stand had been hastily erected at the 
last moment for the convenience of Vice- 
President Stevenson, Gov. Drake and staff, 
and his party of friends and guests. Heavy 
rains had so softened the soil on which it 
vas constructed that the supports sank into 
it and carried the structure to the ground. 

Several persons had warned the people 
not to crowd upon the stand, as they did 
not consider it safe, and a number had just 
stepped off when it gave way 

Vice-President Stevenson was almost in 
the center of the stand, and was thrown pell- 
mell into a wildly struggling mass of people. 
Gov. Drake was near him, and grasped his 
arm, and both the distinguished gentlemen 
assisted each other in extricating themselves 
from the débris. 3 

A terrible excitement ensued, and there 

was danger for a few moments of a general 
panic, but the cool heads managed to still 
the fears of those standing by, and the work 
ot rescue was quickly begun. Vice-Presi-. 
dent Stevenson was dazed for a moment by 
the force of his fall and struggle, but was 
‘goon able to enter his carriage and be driven 
to Hotel Delano, where, after a short rest, he 
completely recovered his equanimity. He 
took the accident good-naturedly, and only 
seemed concerned about the injuries of those 
who fell about him. 

Gov. Drake was not much injured, and 
after the injured ones had been removed 
and the excitement had subsided he and the 
uninjured members of his staff and friends 
reviewed the procession, which had halted 
at the disaster. He was then driven to the 
hotel and had dinner, after which he pro- 
ceeded to Crapo Park, where the celebration 
was ‘held in the big coliseum, and took part 
in the exercises assigned to him, as if noth- 
ing had happened. 

The reviewing stand was a temporary 
affair of 2x6 planks, was hastily constructed, 
and stood over a sort of depression in the 
ground, into which its occupants were 
promiscuously tumbled. 

Ex-Gov. Sherman was caught beneath the 
pile of. rubbish and struggling people, and 
but for instant-assistance from a bystander, 
who removed a heavy plank from across his 
neck, he might have been fatally injured. 
As it is, he sustained only slight injuries. 

Gov. Drake’s daughter, Miss Mary Drake, 
and her friend, Miss Carpenter of Des 
Moines, were on the stand, but escaped in- 
jury, aside from a bad fright: A number of 
physicians were on hand almost instantly 
to help the wounded, Mayor Naumann, who 
is a leading physician, being among the most 
energetic workers. ) .

News from Tybee Island is not encourag- 
ing. Tybee railroad is badly damaged and 
trains cannot reach the island.

The wind cut a wide 
swath along the railroad track, destroying 
almost everything near it. Trees and grass 
were blown up by the ton and scattered all 
over the track. It is said that it is almost 
wholly buried under the débris, and it will 
take some time to clear it. The work of 
clearing away the débris of the Tybee road 
has already begun, and a new depot will be 
built at once. The track and bridge will be 
put in repair right away, and it is expected 
trains. will be running in a few days. 


SWOLLEN LAKES DELUGE STAUNTON, 


Burst Their Banks and Destroy Life 
and Property. 


Staunton, Va., Oct. 1.—[{Special.J—The 
heavy rain-storm which swept over Virginia 
on Tuesday proved disastfous to property 
and life. At this place seven inches of rain 
fell, swelling the lake in the fair grounds 
west of this city till it burst its banks and 
deluged the main thoroughfares. Another 
lake at the Buckeye stock farm, south of 
the city, also burst its banks, and, uniting 
with others, swept over at least half of 
Saunton, destroying twenty-five business 
houses. a 

A two-story frame building; occupied by 

a family of colored people, was carried 500 
yards, and dashed aghinst a railway bridge, 
killing four of the inmates. 
The water flooded the electric light plant 
and gas works, leaving the town in total 
darkness» Five livery stables and wagon 
yards were destroyed. Already fifty horses 
and mules drowned in the flood have been 
taken out. Some of the horses were blooded 
animals. The exact loss in the city cannot 
be estimated now, but will reach at least 
$150,000. The contractors generally estimate 
the loss at $250,000. 

Telephone and telegraph wires are down in 

every direction, and other towns cannot be 
communicated with. What the extent of 
the loss elsewhere is cannot be ascertained. 
Meager reports show that it will be very 
heavy, aggregating in this county alone 
half a million of dollars. Workmen are now 
removing the débris in the streets, and this 
alone will cost $10,000. This is the first wire 
that bas been used in the last forty-eight 
hours. . 
Throughout the Shenadoah Valley thou- 
sands of acres of crops were totally de- 
stroyed. The bridge on the valley branch 
of the Baltimore and Ohio near Harper's 
Ferry was so disabled that the passengers 
were compelled to transfer. The Chesa- 
peake and Western and Norfolk and West 
ern railroads suffered considerable damage 
on account of washouts. 


WASHINGTON LOSS HALF A MILLION. 
Body of James Fitzgerald Taken from 
a Fallen Building. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 1.—The work of 
counting up the loss and repairing the rav- 
ages of the storm continued today, and as 
reports come in the widespread character 
of the damage wrought becomes more ap- 
parent. None of the city or surrounding 
country has escaped. The Lieutenants of 
the eight police precincts each reported to- 
day on the estimated total dumage in his 
precinct, their reports agrgegating $433,500 
as the total of the storm damage within the 
city. The only loss of life in the city was 
occasioned by the falling of the Albert 
Bullding on Pennsylvania avenue, from the 
ruins of which the body of James Fitzgerald, 
employed at the navy-yards, but whose 
home is in Boston, was taken during the 
day. Several other persons were injured in 
the fall of this building, and today charges 
were made that it would have withstood the 
storm had it been properly constructed. 


LIVES LOST BY FLOOD IN ARIZONA, 


Cloudburst Attended with Fatalities 
at Benson. 
Benson, Ariz., Oct. 1.—[{Special.]—A cloud- 
burst in the Whetstone Mountains sent a 
flood of water through the east end of the 
town, destroying several buildings. 
Twelve persons are believed to be drowned. 
The bodies of William Zeek (barber), his wife 
and two children, and Oscar Ashburn were 
found. . 
The storm was twelve miles wide. Much 
loss of life probably occurred in San Pedro 
Valley, the channel of the flood waters, as 
there was no opportunity to warn settlers. 
It is expected that great loss of life and 
destruetion of property will be reported from 
all along the San Pedro River until it empties 
into the Gila. The precipitation must have 
occurred along the whole length of the Whet- 
stone Mountains, as the flood from the west- 
ern end of the same range tore out three 
miles of the Southern Pacific track twelve 
miles west of Benson. .

John Calver, Evidently a Suicide, Per- Leeal Dealers Say the 01] Company 
sists to the Last That He Was Cannot Manufacture and Distrib- 
Held Up. ute Product at $2 a Ton. 


John Calver died at the Englewood Union 
Hospital yesterday noon. The remarkable 
deception which he had adopted to prevent 
the ignominy of suicide from attaching to 
him was persisted in to the end. The story 
he told passers-by in Sixty-first street on 
Wednesday night, when they picked his 
bleeding body up out of the weeds in the 
vacant lot near Woodlawn avenue, was re- 
peated in faint whispers to the doctors who 
stood around just before the breath left his 
body. 

There were two men who assalled him, he 
said. One was a white man, who wore no 
coat, and the other was a negro without a 
hat. Only two shots had been heard, and 
two of the chambers of his own revolver 
were empty. But even in his dying agony 
he carefully explained to the watchers that 
the bullet which pierced his body had been 
fired at the same moment he discharged 


the second shot. 

But that his was a case of suicide there is 
no longer any doubt. The Hyde Park police 
yesterday discovered a witness whose testi- 
mony furnished the missing link in the proof 
of the manner of Calver’s death. William N. 
Pelouze, a guest at the Chicago Beach 
Hotel, was walking in Sixty-first street at 
the time the shooting of Calver occurred. 
He was about fifty feet away, and facing in 
Calver’s direction. He saw the flashes of 
the weapon and saw the man fall. He at 
once ran to him. He said he saw nor heard 
no one running away. 

The reason of Calver’s rash act became ap- 
parent yesterday morning. He was engaged 
to two women, both of whom he had prom- 
ised to marry within a short time. Besides 
this he was in destitute circumstances, be- 
ing without money or work, 

One of the women he had promised to 
marry, it is stated, was Mrs. Alice Mc- 
Carthy, who lives at Sixty-third street and, 
Greenwood avenue. The other was Miss 
Kate Smith, No. 8211 Victoria avenue. To 
Miss Smith he had shown a memorandum of 
money which he said he was to receive on 
Wednesday, consisting of four items, and 
aggregating almost $200. He promised her 
to collect this money and invest it in house- 
hold goods, that they might be married and 
begin housekeeping. To Mrs. McCarthy, it 
is said, he had written many letters, naving 
them sent under cover from various cities. 
lie had not been attentive to her lately, and 
she is understood to have reproached him 
with neglect. So he planned to die, it now 
appears, in such a manner that neither of 
the women would think he had been untrue. | 
He prepared a memorandum, which was 
written,“ Money received Sept. 30.“ Under 
this head were put the items he had shown 
Miss Smith. Then he borrowed a revolver, 
went to a lonely place, and shot himself.

Nearly 1,500 members of the Wheelmen’s 
McKinley and Hobart clubs of the city 
paraded the streets on wheels, with flam- 
beaux and colored lights, making the great- 
est demonstration of Republican wheelmen 
in Chicago thus far in the campaign.

Good Results at San Quentin. 
The Commander told also of his recent 
visit to San Quentin prison in California. 
We have a life-time prisoner there who is 
a sergeant in the Salvation Army now, and 
he has a corps of thirty prisoners in the 
army under him. These fellows actually go 
without their suppers once a week so they 
can have a quiet meeting by themselves, and 
the warden assured me that they were all 
exemplary prisoners, and that their influence 
was all for good among the other prisoners.“ 
The Commander further said that at least 
1,000 discharged prisoners passed through 
the hands of the Salvation Army every year 
now and he could see no reason why the Chi- 
cago branch of this part of its work should 
not be equally successful. 
Adjutant and Mrs. Galley were introduced 
as the officers who would have charge of the 
home. The Commander paid a high compli- 
ment to their energy, particularly that of 
Mrs. Galley, who, in her insistence that such 
a home should be started, has haunted me 
like a ghost,“ as he expressed it. 

Mrs. Adjutant Galley Cheered. 
* Stand up, Mrs. Galley, and let us have a 
look at you,“ said the Commander. 
Mrs. Galley arose in the midst of applause 
and laughter, laughter because her ample 
proportions seemed to overthrow the ex- 
actitude of the Commander’s ghost story. 
Mrs. Galley afterward made a short talk 
and gave apparently acceptable evidence 
that she was heart and soul in the work she 
had undertaken to do.

Ramsey, Assistant State’s-Attorney, who 
called attention to the working of the 
habitual criminal act in this State, and to 
the necessity of discharged prisoners get- 
ting something to do if they hope to keep out 
of prison. 
Commander Booth-Tucker then detailed 
some of the plans by which they expected to 
keep ex-convicts occupied and hopeful until 
permanent work could be found. There will 
be wood to cut and the home to be kept in 
order, and always a place for a deserving 
man to sleep and eat.

The part of the street car license ordi- 
nance referred to reads as follows: 

In consideration of the acceptance by 
said companies of this ordinance and the 
several covenants and undertakings herein 
mentioned on behalf.of the several city rail- 
way companies mentioned herein and the 
execution of the said bonds, the times 
named for the operation of the railways now 
used or operated by either of said railway 
companies in the ordinances heretofore 
passed granting permission and authority. 
to construct, maintain, and operate street 
railways in the streets of said city, are 
hereby extended twenty years from the 
passage hereof; but, nothing in this section 
contained, or the acceptance hereof, shall 
in any manner impair, change, or alter the 
existing rights, duties, and obligations of 
the city, or of said companies respectively, 
from and after the expiration of the said 
term of years hereinbefore mentioned.“ 

Mr. Beale examined the records and found 
that the ordinance had been regularly passed 
by the Council and signed by Carter H. Har- 
rison, Who was Mayor at the time. 

Mr. Beale said: 
There is no question as to the rights of 
the companies under the ordinance.” 


SAYS IT HAS FORFEITED FRANCHISE. 


Ald. Foster Will Take Steps to Render 
Null and Void Ordinance Grant- 
ed the Northern Electric. 
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The Committee on Buildings and Grounds 
of the Board of Education held a meeting 
yesterday afternoon behind closed doors, at 
which the fihancial condition of the board 
was discussed.

Waller of the Civil Service Commission, at 
which the members of the Board of Educa- 
tion endeavored to gain as much informa- 
tion as possible as to how the civil service 
would affect the School Board employés. 
The Rules committee wanted to know if 
the heads of departments of fhe board would 
be included among those who would be ap- 
pointed by the Civil Service Commission. 
Those who would come under this definition 
would be the Secretary of the board, the 
business manager, auditor, architect, en- 
gineer, and superintendent of supplies. The 
board members were told that the commis- 
sion had submitted the same questions in 
reference to heads of departments employed 
by the city to Corporation Counsel Beale 
and was awaiting his decision. 

There are nearly 500 employés of the board 
who would be affected by the new order. 
They will include engineers and carpenters, 
of which there are 100, janitors, office help, 
and employés of the supply department.

PINGREE POTATO CROP STATISTICS, 


Commission in Charge of Gardens Re- 
ports 900 Per Cent Profit, on the 
Spring Investment, 


Detroit, Mieh., Oct. 1.—[Special.]—The | 


Pingree potato commission has just, made 
a report on its work during the last sum- 
mer. The report shows that the commission 
started out in the spring with about 475 
acres, which were apportioned among 
1,700 heads of families, representing 5,973 
children, or 7,673 persons in all: From this 
land had been produced, with an outlay of 
less than $2,300 for seed and other expenses, 
upwards of 45,000 bushels of potatoes, be- 
sides a quantity of beets, cabbages, corn, 
pumpkins, beans, etc. At the current re- 
tail market price of 55 cents a bushel these 
potatoes would be worth, the commission 
figures, nearly $25,000, a profit on that crop 
alone of over 900 per cent on the money in- 
vested. 

Up to the first of August the crop of pota- 
toes promised to be phenomenal, but the 
heavy rains interfered somewhat with the 
yield, which has nevertheless been abund- 
ant, and equal to any previous year. It 
will average over twenty-six bushels to the 
family. ' 

The report concludes with a glowing ac- 
count df the immense benefit the poor fam- 
ilies of Detroit will receive from the crop 
and the superior advantages the potato 
patch scheme’ has to the indiscriminate be- 
stowal of charity. The commission esti- 
mates that the Poor Commission of the city 
will be saved at least $25,000, which it would 
otherwise have been obliged to spend in re- 
lieving distress during the coming winter.

And 
yet it bobs up as serenely now every night 
at the playhouse in Chicago as it did 
London when Garrick was playing at Covent 
Garden and Fanny Burney—a_ sensible 
woman, by the way—had such a time trying 
to catch a glimpse of the great actor over 
a neighbor's hat that she thought the ex- 
perience worth telling in her first novel, 
Evelina.“ 


Laws and Punishment Useless. 


Not to follow the history of this unavailing 
crusade further it must be apparent that 
neither threatening laws nor condign punish- 
ment, nor all the forces of ridicule, can bring 
the“ theater hat down. That it is a pub- 
lic nuisance every one, except the person 
under it, will admit, and these circumstances 
unite to give the affair a serious aspect. 
Something must certainly be done, but 
what? 

Among those who have suffered most it 
is now the general belief that there is left but 
one recourse, and this is an earnest appeal 
to women’s common-sense, "They must first 
be impressed with the fact that this is not 
a matter to be made light of, not by any 
means a practical joke, which they are play- 
ing upon the public with impunity, but one 
that positively concerns the happiness and 
the personal rights even of all mankind. 
They must be convinced that they are taking 
from a man something of pecuniary worth 
when they deprive him of the opportunity to 
view a performance for which he has paid 
$1 or $2 at the box-office. 

When they have been persuaded of these 
matters they will perhaps of themselves 
realize that they have been acting rudely. 
They will see that it is merely an act of com- 
mon politeness to remove the hat, when 
they have taken their seats at the play, to neg- 
lect doing which would be as unpardonable 
and as much the mark of ill-breeding and 
slovenliness as to tread upon the toes of a 
score of passengers on entering a street car. 


Women Deemed Tractable Creatures. 


Let this once be accomplished,’ and the 
victory will be as good as won. Women 
have resented the ill-mannered attacks made 
upon them; and they have been in a measure 
right in so doing. But they are the kindli- 
est, most tractable creatures in the world 
when their reason is appealed to: and. once 
they realize that an earnest effort is being 
made to convince them, they will surrender 
so gracefully that they will seem themselves 
to be the vittors. They will at once havea 
fashion which will positively forbid the 
wearing of hats at the theaters, and will 
give a multitude of reasons why no one 
should offend against the decree. 

A large hat, they will say, induces head- 
aches and neuralgia: it is heavy and cum- 
bersome; worst of all it conceals the hair: 
and no woman with a particle of womanly 
vanity would think of hiding that which she 
prizes so dearly. 

But this movement; like all reforms, must 
go slowly. At first progress may be quite

Flippancy Does No Good. 


“This matter has. been hitherto treated 
too flippantly, and I am glad to see an ef- 
fort being made to face it in earnest. It is 
certainly nothing to make sport of when a 
man pays a price for his seat, and 
then gets nothing for his money but the rear 
view of a big hat. 

“We have mate it a ae 1 man 
compla on t unt to giv an- 
other eR and if this could not be given 
I would have no hesitation in paying the 
money back. That would be the only right 
thing to do under the circumstances. 

“The big hat is an awful nuisance, and 
yet for all that has been said and written 
about it there seem to be as many of them 
now in the theaters as ever before. Of 
course the people who come to see the play 
are the greatest ‘sufferers. But the man- 
agers are also annoyed, for if the play isa 
comedy, and a person has been unable to 
see it, he is sure to go away in a bad humor, 
and with a poor opinion of the house.“ 

Fred Hamlin, acting manager of the 
Grand Opera-House, thinks he sees some im- 
provement, and that women take their hats 
off now more frequently than they used to. 

Now, when a hat is in the way,“ said 
he, “ there is not so much hesitation in ask- 
‘ing the wearer to take it off. But the re- 
quest is not always granted. Only the other 
evening I saw a man ask a woman with an 
unusually large hat, covered with plumes, 
to remove it. He spoke politely, but she 
turned around jn a fury and said Certain! 
not so emphatically you could hear her a 
over the house. However, the better class 
of theater-goers all remove'their hats. The 
others, of course, ought to.“ 

Manager Sharpe of McVicker’s Is not san- 
guine of the success of the movement, but he 
like the rest, believes it to be deserving of 
earnest encouragement. He said: 

“I have no faith in laws or rules. Furo- 
peans will stand them, but Americans will 
not. The only remedy is that some one set 
the fashion of taking off the hat in the the- 
ater. Arbitrary’ rules or compulsion will 
have no effect. But persuasion will avail 
where coercion has failed. And yet we have 
given the women every encouragement in 
the way of retiring-rooms and matrons, with 
no success whatsoever.” 

Will J. Davis, manager of the Columbia, 
thinks it is altogether useless to agitate the 
subject further, and surrenders with gallant 
resignation. 

Women are all so beautiful,” said he, 
when asked to state his views, that men 
cannot afford to cavil at what they wear. 
But I will say that if any man in my theater 
finds himself domiciled behind a hat I will 
2 give him another seat or let him have 
my box.“

CHARGES AGAINST FULTON COLLEGE

Rock River Conference Has = Busy 
Day Discussing the Rev. Mr. Mor- 
ley’s Case at Length—The Rev. I. C.

Freeport, III., Oct. 1.— [Special. About 
fifty additional members responded to the 
roll-call at this morning’s session of the 
Rock River Conference. The name of the 
Rev. John Lee was taken from the Commit- 
tee on Civil and Religious Liberty and that 
of the Rev. P. H. Swift substituted. The re- 
port of the Board of Stewards upon the dis- 
position of the check received yesterday 
from the Western Book Concern precipitated 
a debate upon the comparative merits of the 
annuity and the necessitous relief plans. 
Wide difference of opinion was expressed. 
Action upon a motion of the Rev. George 
‘Young that the treasurer return to individ- 
val ministers their contribution of $5 each 
to the annuity fund was deferred until to- 
morrow. 

The report of the committee upon the case 
of the Rev. Richard A. Morley, President 
of Fulton College, recommended an investi- 
gation or trial. This led to a lengthy debate, 
participated in by the Revs. Luke Hitchcock, 
C. E. Mandeville, William Fawcett, W. A. 
Spencer, and others. Some wished to refer 
the matter to the Presiding Elder of the dis- 
trict, others to appoint a trial committee, 
and others to postpone the matter until after 
the decision of the civil courts had been ren- 

dered. Mr. Morley’s accusers are now under 

indictment in the Federal Court on the 
charge of using the mails to extort money. 

Morley is the prosecuting witness. It was 

pointed out that they might be guilty of at- 

tempted blackmail, but that this would not 
necessarily clear Mr. Morley. Bishop An- 
drews said when a case is undergoing inves- 
tigation by the civil courts the policy of the 
church has been to walt, casting no stigma 
upon the defendant and relieving him of 
none.

MATERIAL FOR ARMY BALLOONS. 


Germans Experimenting with a Fabric 
Made of Cotton Treated with Rubber. 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 80.—Some inter- 

esting information has been received at the 
War Department in relation to military bal- 
Jooning in Europe. The intelligence refers 
particularly to experiments in Germany, 
where balloons are regarded as important 
features of the military service. It seems 
that preconceived ideas about the material 
of which balloons ought to be made have 
been revolutionized. In the earlier experi- 
ments gold beaters’ skin was employed, but 
experience showed that it rotted and was 
not serviceable for any length of time. Mak- 
ing balloons of it was accordingly discon- 
tinued, and silk was used. At first this ma- 
terial gave good results, but now the Ger- 
mans find that silk generates electricity, 
and it must give way to another fabric. Some 
recent practical results proved to the Ger- 
man military authorities that silk could not 
with safety be employed as a material for the 
skin of a balloon. In some of the last field 
maneuvers one rman balloon was burned 
up by electricity. The balloons ofthat country, 
as well as most of the European countries, are 
filled with hydrogen gas to make them 
buoyant. In the recent drills a balloon as- 
cended and descended several times, and 
once, while held to the ground, some soldiers 
touched it and were more or less seriously 
shocked. Touching the balloon generated 
an electric spark, igniting the hydrogen 
gas, and brought about a terrific explosion, 
which destroyed the balloon. 

The German army is now experimenting 
with another fabric, samples of which have 
been sent to the army authorities here. The 
material is a cotton stuff of a yellowish color. 
Previous to being used for the walls of a 
balloon it is treated with rubber. The fab- 


rie is reported to have great strength, to be 


reasonably light in weight, and also durable. 
The German army is to make balloons of 
the material and experiment with them. 
It is thought that the fabric is the best yet 
made for balloons.
